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NOTES  ON  THE  EDUCATION  OF  THE  DEAF. 


A child  bcini  deaf,  or  becoming  deaf  in  early  infancy,  has  on  entering 
school  no  knowledge  of  language.  The  only  knov.ledge  he  has  is  purely 
sense  knowledge  ; he  has  no  knowledge  of  the  signilicance  of  words- — 
whether  written,  spelled  on  the  fingers,  or  spoken.  The  hearing  child 
learns  to  speak  by  imitating  the  .sounds  and  words  he  hears  from  the  people 
around  him,  and  develops  a knowledge  of  language  from  his  earliest  years. 
When  he  arrives  at  school  age,  he  is  in  possession  of  an  extensive  knowledge 
of  the  English  language,  and  has  received  the  mental  development  which 
is  brought  about  by  the  acquisition  and  use  of  language.  The  deaf  child, 
because  of  his  deafness,  does  not  learn  to  speak,  does  not  acquire  any 
knowledge  of  language,  and  misses  much  of  the  mental  development  that 
should  be  going  on  from  babyhood  to  the  age  at  which  school  life  begins. 
He  remains  in  intellectual  infancy  until  he  is  placed  under  instruction, 
and  it  is  desirable  that  his  education  should  be  begun  at  as  early  an  age 
as  pt)ssible,  while  there  is  some  definite  relationship  between  his  mental 
and  physical  growth.  The  greater  the  gap  between  these,  the  more 
difficult  is  the  work  of  education,  and  the  highest  results  are  secured  in 
the  cases  of  children  who  enter  school  at  an  early  age. 

The  acquisition  of  the  English  language  is  the  basis  of  the  education 
of  the  deaf.  Instruction  in  the  ordinary  school  subjects  caimot  be  attempted 
until  the  pupil  has  sufficient  language  to  enable  the  communication  of  the 
necessary  ideas,  arid  according  to  the  degree  of  appreciation  of  language, 
which  necessarily  varies  with  the  varying  intelligence  of  children,  is  pro- 
gress made  in  other  subjects.  The  development  of  language  in  a con- 
genitally deaf  child  has  been  likened  to  the  acquisition  of  a foreign 
language  by  a hearing  person.  This,  however,  is  not  a suitable  illus- 
tration. The  hearing  person  has  all  his  knowledge  of  his  native  language 
to  assist  him  in  the  interpretation  of  the  foreign  ; whereas  the  deaf  child, 
cut  off  as  he  is  bj'  his  deafness  from  all  knowledge  of  the  vernacular  of 
his  countr\-,  has  no  such  assistance. 

The  aim  of  the  teacher  of  the  deaf  in  developing  a knowledge  of 
language  in  his  pupils  is  to  follow,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the  manner  in 
which  the  little  hearing  child  acquires  his  knowledge  in  the  natural  way. 
All  our  methods  and  systems  are  based  on  the  laws  governing  the  acqui- 
sition of  language  by  normal  children. 

There  are  two  main  methods  of  imparting  instruction  to  deaf 
children— the  ORAL  METHOD  and  the  SILENT  METHOD.  In 
the  former.  Speech  and  Speech-Reading  are  employed,  and  in  the  latter 
the  Manual  Alphabet ; Writing  being  common  to  both.  The  choice  of 
method  for  individual  children  is  decided  from  considerations  of  age, 
-condition  and  capability. 

The  ORAL  METHOD  seeks  to  give  the  child  an  intelligible  speech, 
and  the  ability  to  read  from  the  lips  the  language  of  everyday  life.  The 
sounds  employed  in  our  language  are  taught  separately,  in  the  order  of 
increasing  difficulty.  As  the  progress  of  the  child  permits,  these  sounds 
are  combined  into  words,  of  which  he  is  taught  the  meaning,  and  the  words 
into  phrases  and  sentences,  very  simple  in  the  early  stages,  but  gradually 
and  continuously  expanding. 


In  the  SILENT  METHOD,  the  letters  of  the  alphalret  are  taught  on 
the  fingers.  Its  aims  are  similar  to  those ‘of  the  ORAL  METHOD — the 
only  clilferenee  being  that  Speech  and  Speech-Beading  are  not  attempted,, 
the"  Manual  Alphabet  taking  their  plac«  as  a means  of  communication 
ami  of  imparting  information. 

Both  methods  abound  with  difficulties,  uhich  continue  throughout 
the  whole  of  the  child’s  school  career. 

It  will  be  gathered  that  the  work  of  educating  the  deaf  cannot  be 
compared  ^\ith  that  of  noiTnal  children.  No  comparison  can  reasonably 
be  made  between  the  attainments  of  deaf  and  hearing  children,  but  there 
is  every  prospect  that  if  a deaf  child  of  average  intelligence  be  placed 
under  efficient  instruction  at  an  early  age,  he  will,  at  the  end  of  his  school 
career,  be  in  possession  of  a satisfactory  knowledge  of  his  mother  tongue,, 
and  have  received  such  instruction  in  general  scholastic  subjects  as  will 
enable  him  to  take  his  place  in  the  outside  world. 

Education  for  the  deaf  is  an  imperative  necessity,  because — 

1.  It  establi.shes  a means  of  communication  uith  other  people 

by  speech  or  finger-spelling,  and  writing  ; and  removes  the 
isolation  of  earlier  years. 

2.  It  develops  in  the  deaf  child  a knowledge  of  his  mother  tongue, 

and  provides  hun  with  materials  for  thought,  and  with  the 
means  of  communicating  it. 

3.  It  enables  him,  to  a greater  or  less  degree,  to  "avail  himself  of  the 

opportunities  afforded  for  self-culture  by  the  literature  of  his 
country. 

4.  It  develops  in  him  principles  of  honour,  candour,  and  self-respect,. 

and  gives  him  a better  and  nider  outlook  on  life. 

5.  It  enables  liim  to  compete  with  his  hearing  fellows  in  industrial 

life,  and  to  become  a self-respecting  and  respected  citizen  ; 
and  in  many  cases  prevents  him  becoming  a useless  burden 
on  society. 

The  foregoing  statement  will  give  some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the 
work  of  the  education  of  the  deaf,  and  of  the  immense  issues  to  the  child 
and  to  society  involved  in  the  question.  It  will  be  readily  understood 
that  in  order  to  accomplish  the  best  that  can  be  done,  a deaf  child  should 
be  placed  under  suitable  instruction  at  the  earliest  possible  age.  Expe- 
lience  shows  that  the  best  and  most  effective  means  of  educating  deaf 
children  is  in  such  an  institution  as  New  South  Wales  possesses  in  the 
Sj'dney  Institution.  Parents  are  naturally  reluctant  to  send  their  children 
away  from  home  at  an  early  age  ; but  having  regard  to  the  tremendous- 
issues  at  stake  it  is  almost  inconceivable  that  thej’  should  (as  unfortunately 
some  of  them  do)  allow  false  conceptions  of  kindness  and  affection  to- 
stand  in  the  way  of  their  child’s  educational  advancement.

A considerable  reduction  in  the  number  since  the  previous 
year  is  thus  shown,  and  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  during  the 
year  under  review  a large  number  of  pupils,  born  in  the  year 
1899,  attained  the  age  of  16  years,  the  age  at  which  it  is 
usually  considered  desirable  for  them  to  leave  school  and 
enter  an  industrial  occupation. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  some  of  theses 
pupils  left  imperfectly  educated,  owing  to  the  fact  that  years 
of  valuable  educational  time  had  been  lost  to  them  through 
their  parents  neglecting  the  opportunity  of  placing  them  at 
school  at  an  early  age.  The  school  period  of  some  of  the 
childrenwho  left  last  year  w'as  as  low  as  years,  little  more 
than  half  the  time  insisted  on  for  full-sensed  children,  and 
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obviously  an  impossiljly  short  time  for  the  efficient  education 
of  either  a deaf  or  a blind  child. 

For  about  twenty  years  the  Directors  have  been  calling 
attention  to  the  necessity  for  a Compulsory  Education  Act 
for  deaf  and  blind  children,  and  on  many  occasions  have 
strongly  urged  that  action  should  be  taken  in  the  matter  ; 
but  up  to  the  present  time,  they  regret  to  say,  no  definite 
action  in  this  direction  has  been  taken  by  Government. 
The  Directors  fail  to  understand  why  there  should  be  this 
prolonged  delay  and  why  the  jjrovision  for  the  compulsory 
education  of  normal  children  should  not  be  extended  to  the 
deaf  and  the  blind,  to  whom  education  is  much  more  of  a 
necessity.  Once  again  the  Directors  strongly  advocate  the 
oblitiation  to  give  the  same  advantages  to  these  children 
as  to  those  in  possession  of  all  their  faculties. 

Many  of  the  pupils  who  left  during  the  year  have  secured 
suitable  employment,  the  deaf  boys  at  carpentry,  cabinet- 
making, bootmaking  and  other  trades;  the  deaf  girls  at 
domestic  Avork  and  other  congenial  occupations  for  Avhich 
they  were  suitable.  Most  of  the  blind  entered  the  Industrial 
Blind  Institution,  there  to  be  trained  for  successful  industrial 
life,  for  which  work  that  Institution  is  well  known. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  has  not  been  very  satisfactory. 
Although  no  serious  case  of  illness  has  occurred,  there  have 
been  several  epidemics  of  diseases  to  which  children  are 
always  liable.  The  public  distribution  of  prizes  at  the 
breaking  up  of  the  school  in  December  had  to  be  dispensed 
with  owing  to  an  outbreak  of  measles,  and  again  in  June 
several  of  the  pupils  Avere  unable  to  go  home  for  the  mid- 
Avinter  holidays  on  account  of  having  developed  mumps. 

It  is  a pleasure,  hoAvever,  to  be  able  to  report  that  all 
the  children  affected  except  three  no av  in  hospital  made 
a satisfactory  recovery,  and  at  the  present  moment  the 
Institution,  Avith  those  exceptions,  is  entirely  free  from  sick- 
ness of  any  kind.  For  this  excellent  result  great  credit  is 
due  to  our  honorary  physicians,  Avhose  attention  to  the 
children  Avhenever  required  Avas  most  kindly  and  skilfully 
rendered.  The  Matron,  Mrs.  Clarke,  is  also  deserAring  of  the 
highest  praise  for  the  care  and  attention  and  the  unselfish 
devotion  she  bestoAvs  on  the  children  in  sickness  and  in 
health.  It  is  Avorthy  of  note  that  there  has  not  been  a death 
in  the  Institution  for  nearly  forty  years — a record  unique  in 
the  history  of  the  State,  and  one  of  Avhich  the  Directors  justly 
feel  very  proud. 


Dr.  George  E.  Rennie,  Hon.  Consulting  Physician  and 
Hon.  Medical  Inspector,  made  his  annual  in.spection  of  the 
pupils  in  November  last,  and,  after  a very  careful  examina- 
tion, reported  : — “ I have  noticed  a distinct  and  marked 
improvement  in  the  general  health  and  tlevelopment  of  most 
of  the  children.  This  I take  to  be  due  to  the  improved 
methods  ado})ted  by  the  Superintendent  and  staff  for  the 
encouragement  of  physic.al  exercises  and  sports.”  He  also 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  a certain  few  cases  there 
had  been  practically  little  improvement  either  physically  or, 
according  to  the  Superintendent,  mentally,  and  suggested 
that  an  attempt  might  be  made  to  provide  for  their  main- 
tenance elsewhere.  It  is,  however,  unfortunately  the  fact 
that  no  adequate  provision  for  these  cases  exists  in  the  State. 

The  children’s  sjrorts  took  place  on  Tuesday,  2nd  Novem- 
ber, at  the  Sydney  Grammar  School  sports  ground,  kindly 
lent  for  the  occasion,  and  passed  off  very  happily.  The 
appearance  and  performances  of  the  children  left  little  to  be 
desired,  and  bore  testimony  to  the  indefatigable  and  successful 
efforts  of  the  Superintendent  and  teachers  in  connection 
with  the  sports. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Board  the  Minister  of  Education 
kindly  authorised  Inspectors  Beavis  and  Walker  to  examine 
the  children.  Their  examination  took  place  on  the  11th, 
and  12th  Se23tember.  Extracts  from  their  rejjort  are 
appended  hereto.  The  inspection  of  the  school  by  com- 
petent examiners  every  year  should  be  a guarantee  to  the 
Government,  subscribers,  and  the  parents  of  pupils  that  the 
Directors  are  doing  everything  possible  to  give  the  pupils  a 
sound  education  and  training,  and  thus  fit  them  to  fight  life’s 
battles  successfully.  The  report  of  the  Sujjerintendent  will 
sujiply  any  further  details  in  regard  to  the  educational 
advancement  of  the  pupils  and  to  their  success  in  the  arena 
of  sport  in  competition  with  other  schools. 

Our  deaf-blind  piqiil,  Alice  Betteridge,  under  her  teacher’s 
skilful  and  enthusiastic  tuition,  continues  to  make  wonderful 
progress. 

In  connection  with  the  Empire  Day  celebration  our  piqjils 
again  wrote  essays  in  comjietition  for  jjrizes  given  by  the 
British  Empire  League  of  New'town,  and  the  adjudicator’s 
rejtort  contained  the  following  : — I have  carefully  gone 
through  the  essays  with  pleasure,  especially  those  by  the 
blind  children.  It  was  a difficult  task  to  decide  which  was 
best,  as  they  were  all  so  good.  The  essay  by  Alice  Betteridge, 
who  is  both  blind  and  deaf,  deserves  sjjecial  mention. 
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FINANCIAL. 

Taking  all  things  into  ■con.sideration  the  income  during 
the  past  year  has  been  satisfactory.  Legacies  have  not 
been  so  numerous  nor  so  large  as  usual,  but  sub.scriptions 
have  been  well  maintained.  For  this  much  credit  is  due 
to  our  two  collectors,  Miss  Petersen  for  the  country  and  Miss 
Cameron  for  the  city  and  suburbs.  They  have  advocated  the 
claims  of  the  Institution  with  intelligent  persistency  and 
commendable  zeal,  and  when  the  many  other  urgent  claims  on 
behalf  of  the  various  war  funds  are  taken  into  account  the 
response  in  aid  of  this  Institution  has  been  excellent. 

On  the  other  hand,  however,  the  expenditure,  owing  to  the 
high  cost  of  everything,  has  been  very  heavy,  hence  the  debit 
balance  on  the  General  Fund  Account  has  been  increased 
from  £700  Os.  8d.  to  £914  7s.  9d.

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The  following  legacies  and  donations,  amounting  to 

4d.,  were  received  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
Perpetual  Subscribers’  Fund,  viz.,  from  Marcus  W.  Oldham,  a 
Director  of  the  Institution,  a donation  of  £100,  for  wliich 
Mr.  Oldham  was  appointed  a fife  member  of  the  Institution  ; 
from  the  Trustees  of  the  “ Walter  and  Fliza  Hall  ’ Trust,  £100, 
making  a total  of  £350  ; two  further  instalments  amounting  to 
£33  6s.  8d.  on  account  of  a legacy  of  £100  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  Charles  Moore,  making  a total  of  £50  ; legacy  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  Augustus  J.  Greville,  £100  ; from  the 
estate  of  the  late  A.  G.  Cullum,  £118  12s.  8d.  ; from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Anna  Caroline  Sturt,  £100  ; and  a further 
instalment  of  £40  from  the  estate  of  the  late  James  Bartlett, 
making  a total  to  date  of  £320.  There  was  also  a donation 
of  £50,  making  a total  of  £100,  from  the  late  Robert  Chadwick, 
a vice-president,  and  a legacy  of  £25  from  the  estate  of  the 
late  W.  J.  Trickett,  M.L.C.,  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Building 
Fund  Account,  of  which  the  debit  balance  is  now  £5015  8s.  Od 
A donation  of  £50  from  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  N.S.W. 
of  A.F.  & A.  Masons,  and  £99  3s.  4d.  from  the  United  Charities 
Fund,  were  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Fund  Account. 

The  Directors  desire  to  invite  special  attention  to  the 
amounts  owing  on  account  of  the  Building  Fund,  £5015  8s.  Od 
and  of  the  General  Fund,  £914  7s.  9d  ; and  they  earnestly 


.solicit  special  donations  towards  the  reduction  of  these  two 
debts,  which  are  jJi’ovdng  a serious  drawback  to  the  progress 
of  the  Institution. 

At  the  same  time  the  Directors  desire  to  express  their 
sincere  thanks  to  all  those  who  have  contributed  to  the 
•support  of  the  Institution  during  the  past  year,  and  earnestly 
hope  that  the  support  so  cheerfully  and  willingly  rendered 
will  be  continued,  so  that  the  beneficent  work  of  the  Institu- 
tion may  not  be  hampered  for  want  of  funds. 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS,  LADIES’  VISITING  COM- 
MITTEE AND  HONORARY  STAFF. 

With  feelings  of  profound  regret  the  Directors  have  to 
announce  the  death,  on  the  25th  Sejitember,'  of  Mr.  Robert 
Chadwick,  J.P.,  who  had  been  a member  of  the  Board  for 
25  years,  during  the  last  two  of  which  he  occupied  the  jiosition 
of  a vice-president.  Mr.  Chadwick,  except  when  absent  from 
the  State,  was  a regular  attendant  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  manifested  a keen  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Institution  and  the  welfare  of  the  children.  Some  years 
ago,  when  on  a visit  to  England,  he  rendered  excellent 
service  in  connection  with  the  selection  and  training 
of  teachers  for  the  Institution.  He  also  gave  liberally 
of  his  means,  his  latest  contribution  being  a donation 
of  £50  in  January  last.  The  Board  has  jilaced  on  record  its 
appreciation  of  the  services  so  kindly  and  willingly  rendered 
by  him  and  has  conveyed  to  his  widow  and  family  an  expres- 
sion of  sincere  sympathy  with  them  in  the  sad  loss  they 
have  sustained. 

With  reference  to  the  Ladies’  Visiting  Committee  the 
Directors  have  to  report,  with  much  regret,  the  death,  on  the 
Oth  December,  of  Mrs.  David  Mitchell,  who  for  nine  years 
had  rendered  excellent  service  as  a member  of  that  committee. 
A letter  of  sympathy,  expressing  the  Board’s  appreciation 
of  the  good  work  done  by  Mrs.  Mitchell,  was  sent  to  Mr. 
Mitchell. 

Mrs.  Linsley  vas  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Mrs.  Manson,  who  was  granted  leave  of  absence  last  year 
on  account  of  serious  indisposition,  has,  the  Directors  are 
glad  to  say,  been  restored  to  health  and  has  rejoined  the 
Committee. 

The  Directors  desire  to  express  their  sincere  thanks  to 
the  Ladies’  Visiting  Committee  for  the  valuable  assistance 
rendered  in  connection  with  the  domestic  management  of  the 
Institution,  and  for  the  un.selffsh  devotion  with  which  the 
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members  of  this  Committee  carry  out  their  labour  of  love, 
manifesting  in  many  ways  their  keen  interest  in  the  progress 
of  the  Institution  and  the  welfare  of  the  children. 

With  sincere  regret  the  Directors  have  to  report  the 
death  of  Mr.  Henry  E.  Walker,  who  for  four  years  had 
rendered  Jiiuch  kindly  and  gratuitous  service  as  one  of  the 
honorary  dentists  of  the  'Institution.  A letter  expressing  the 
Board’s  symi^athy  and  appieciation  was  sent  to  the  bereaved 
widoNw 

. Mr.  J.  W.  Cliff,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Board,  very 
kindly  consented  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Dr.  E.  Selwyn  Harrison,  one  of  the  honorary  physicians  of 
the  Institution,  was  granted  leave  of  absence  in  March  last 
to  go  on  active  service.  Dr.  P.  Sydney  Jones  very  kindly 
undertook  to  carry  on  his  work  during  his  absence. 

For  the  estimable  services  rendered  by  the  honorary 
officers  of  the  Institution  the  Directors  once  again  desire  to 
express  their  sincere  gratitude.  A hearty  vote  of  thanks  has 
been  awarded  to  each  of  the  following  ; — Dr.  George  E. 
Rennie,  honorary  consulting  physician  and  honorary  medical 
inspector  ; Dr.  Charles  P.  B.  Clubbe,  hon.  consulting  surgeon  ; 
Dr.  J.  C.  Halliday,  hon.  ophthalmic  surgeon  ; Dr.  John  B. 
Graham,  hon.  aural  surgeon  ; Dr.  P.  Sydney  Jones  and  Dr. 
E.  Selwyn  Harri,son,  hon.  physicians  ; Messrs.  A.  L.  McCredie 
and  Anderson,  hon.  architects  ; Aubrey  Halloran,  Esq., 
LL.B.,  hon.  solicitor  ; Messrs.  T.  F.  H.  Mackenzie  and  Henry 
Pratt,  hon.  auditors  ; Messrs.  A.  G.  Gabriel  and  J.  W.  Cliff, 
hon.  dentists  ; and  Mrs.  H.  Earlam,  hon.  teacher  of  fancy 
needlework.  The  services  of  these  ladies  and  gentlemen  are 
entirely  gratuitous  and  are  gratefidly  appreciated  and 
acknowledged. 

OFICIAL  STAFF. 

Several  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  teaching  staff  of 
the  Institution. 

One  of  our  senior  teachers,  Mr.  John  O.  Love,  B.A.,  has 
been  granted  leave  of  absence  to  go  on  active  service.  He 
has  enlisted  with  the  A.I.F. 

Mr.  F.  S.  Griffiths,  a junior  teacher  of  the  deaf,  resigned 
in  December  last  to  enter  the  Ministry  of  the  Anglican  Church. 

Mr.  Levin  Best  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy,  but 
he  also  resigned  and  left  in  August  to  take  up  clerical  work  in 
the  Railway  Department. 

Mr.  Stanley  E.  Holle,  a returned  and  discharged  soldier, 
who  was  seriously  wounded  at  Lone  Pine,  has  been  selected 
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lor  the  vacant  position,  and  entered  on  his  duties  on  the  1 1th 
September. 

GENERAL. 

The  pupils  of  this  Institution  participated  in  the  Children's 
Welfare  Exhibition,  arranged  by  the  Kindergarten  Union  of 
New  South  Wales  and  held  in  the  Sydney  Town  Hall  on  the 
18th,  19th  and  20th  May.  A display  of  our  pupils’  handi- 
work, and  photographs  illustrative  of  various  activities  of  our 
schools  attracted  much  favourable  attention  and  comment  ; 
and  the  demonstrations  of  teaching  Avork  given  on  two  after- 
noons appeared  to  excite  a very  real  interest. 

The  members  of  the  Children’s  Welfare  As.sociation  of 
Ahetoria  paid  a visit  to  the  Institution  on  the  1st  September. 
Our  Superintendent  escorted  the  party  over  the  Institution 
and  explained  matters  in  connection  with  our  crork.  The 
utmost  interest  was  shown  in  everything,  and  the  open-air 
class  rooms  were  particularly  admired.  The  visitors  were 
afterwards  entertained  at  afternoon  tea,  and  the  President 
and  Mr.  Halloran  extended  a hearty  welcome  to  them. 

The  annual  treat  of  fruit,  cake  and  sweets  from  Mr.  F.  H. 
Hangar,  of  London,  was  again  kindly  contributed  and  was 
much  appreciated. 

Another  very  acceptable  gift  was  7 vols.  of  Harmsworth 
Popular  Science  from  Mrs.  P.  Falconer  Mackenzie. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  the  Directors  desire  to  exjDress  their  grati- 
tude to  Almighty  God  for  the  mercies  and  blessings  of  another 
year,  for  the  support  that  has  been  accorded  and  for  the 
success  achieved,  and  they  hope  for  a continuance  of  that 
Divine  favour  in  the  days  to  come.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


9th  October,  1916. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors. 

Genti.emen, 

I liiive  pleasure  in  presenting  iny  Sixth  Annual  Report. 

A good  number  of  children  have  been  admitted  to  .school  this  year  ; 
and  again  there  have  been  some  among  them  who  should  have  been  under 
instruction  years  ago.  The  majority  have,  however,  been  reasonably 
young,  and  the  average  age  on  admission  was  slightly  lower  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  average  age  of  the  ehildren  who  left  school  was 
distinctly  higher,  and  their  average  period  at  school  longer.  These  facts 
would  indicate  more  willingness  on  the  part  of  parents  to  send  their 
children  to  school  at  an  early  age,  and  give  them  the  advantage  of  a 
longer  school  period  : but  wliile  this  is  gratifying,  and  may  be  taken 
to  show  an  increasing  appreciation  of  the  work  of  our  schools,  the  fact 
remains  that  the  average  school  period  of  the  blind  and  deaf  children  of 
New  South  Wales  is  lamentably  short,  and  our  work  is  .severely  handicapped 
in  consequence. 

The  work  of  some  of  the  classes  has  been  affected  by  absences 
due  to  sickness  ; but  the  school  routine  has  not  been  interfered  with, 
and  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  record  very  satisfactory  work  and  progress 
during  the  j'ear. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  children  leaving  school  at  the  end  of 
191.5,  our  deaf  school  has  this  year  been  numerically  smaller.  This  has 
had  the  desirable  result  of  reducing  the  size  of  some  of  the  classes,  with 
considerable  advantage.  Educational  work  with  the  deaf  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  small  classes  are  imperative.  So  much  individual  work  is 
required,  particularly  in  oral  methods,  that  only  in  small  classes  can  the 
teacher  do  justice  to  the  children. 

The  teaching  staff  has  been  temporarily  weakened  through  the 
enlistment  in  the  A.I.F.  of  Mr.  .John  O.  Love,  B.A.,  who  is  now  on  his 
way  to  the  front.  Mr.  Love’s  work  since  he  came  to  us  in  1912  has  been 
of  a consistently  high  order  ; and  the  loss  of  his  services,  even  for  a time, 
is  serious.  We  shall  look  forward  to  his  safe  return  and  the  resumption 
of  his  excellent  work. 

There  has  been  steady  and  consistent  advance  in  the  appreciation 
and  use  of  language  in  the  deaf  school,  and  this  has  reflected  on  the 
other  subjects  of  the  curriculum.  The  general  standard  of  attainment 
has  improved,  and  the  range  of  work  has  extended.  In  the  lower  and 
intermediate  divisions  of  the  school  there  has  been  extremely  good  work 
done,  and  it  constitutes  the  hope  and  promise  of  a greatly  improved 
standard  in  future  year.s.  Good  progress  has  also  been  made  in  the  senior 
classes,  and  their  w'ork  is  in  advance  of  that  of  the  previous  year’s  senior 
classes.  A pleasing  evidence  of  the  development  that  is  going  on  is  the 
increased  intelligence  and  response  shown  by  the  children  generally,  and 
there  are  gratifying  indications  of  good  w'ork  being  done  in  the  direction 
of  character  building. 

Observational  excursions  have  again  been  made,  though  durino 
periods  of  epidemic,  sickness  these  were  necessarily  discontinued,  and  the 
various  other  activities  of  the  school  have  been  well  maintained. 

Drawing  has  again  been  well  and  succes.sfully  taught,  and  there  has 
been  no  falling  away  from  the  previous  year’s  high  standard,  which  was 
most  favourably  commented  on  by  the  Superintendent  of  Drawing  for 
the  N.S.W.  Education  Department.  In  certain  directions,  notably  in 
the  advanced  work  of  the  senior  girls,  taught  by  Miss  Beaumont,  there 
has  been  marked  progress.

Superintendent  and  Teaching  Staff. 
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Jlanual  work  has  also  been  gootl,  ami  the  standard  in  both  boys’  and 
girls’  classes  has  been  maintained,  (ieneial  progress  has  been  satisfactory, 
and  the  teachers  have  put  forth  earnest  and  skilfid  efforts  to  secure  the 
particular  advantages  of  this  important  bi’anch  of  our  work,  d'he  special 
■classes  carried  on  in  times  other  than  the  ordinar\-  school  hours  have 
done  good  work.  All  boot  repairs  for  our  pupils  have,  since  my  last 
report,  been  earned  out  in  our  own  boot-repairing  room,  ami  several  boys 
who  have  received  instruction  here  have  found  industi’ial  occupation  in 
bootmaking  and  repairing.  Miss  E.  C.  Reid  has  continued  to  teach 
cookery  to  the  deaf  girls  with  success,  d’he  Fancy  Needlework  class, 
voluntarily  taught  by  Mrs.  Earlam,  has  done  tmiformly  good  work  through- 
out the  year. 

An  excellent  year’s  work  is  to  be  i-ecorded  in  the  blind  school  ; and 
the  standard  of  attainment  has  been  raised.  The  quality  of  the  teaching 
work  and  the  results  secured  have  been  of  an  extremely  high  order.  The 
frequent  comment  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  Education  Department,  that 
the  intellectual  and  literary  work  of  our  blind  children  reaches  a Irigher 
standard  than  is  usually  the  case  with  seeing  children  of  a corresponding 
school  period,  is  sufficient  testimony  to  the  work  of  our  teachers  and  the 
methods  follow'ed. 

Valuable  results  have  been  secured  in  Manual  V’ork,  which  has  a 
very  special  place  in  a school  for  the  blind.  In  all  stages  the  teaching 
has  been  excellent,  and  the  work  of  the  children  extremely  creditable. 

Music  has  received  much  attention.  The  singing  of  the  children 
again  shows  improvement,  and  Miss  Sooular’s  good  work  with  her  piano- 
forte pupils  has  continued.  Miss  Moffatt’s  pupils  also  have  shown 
improvement. 

The  progress  and  development  of  Alice  Betteridge.  our  deaf-blind 
child,  have  been  as  noteworth}'  and  gratifying  as  in  previous  years  ; and 
in  literary  directions  her  advance  has  been  even  more  rapid.  Her  know- 
ledge of  language  has  become  a very  full  one,  and  the  use  she  makes  of  it 
is  perfect.  The  advances  she  has  made,  and  her  present  intellectual 
position,  are  alike  remarkable.  Her  manual  work  is  equally  remarkable. 
No  words  of  praise  could  be  too  warm  for  her  teacher.  Miss  Reid,  B.A., 
who  has  an  additional  heavy  responsibility  as  Senior  Teacher  in  the  Blind 
School.  I can  only  repeat  that  her  work  is  characterised  by  the  utmost 
skill  and  devotion  and  of  the  highest  value  to  the  school  and  the  children. 

Physical  training  continues  a feature  of  both  schools,  and  the  teachers’ 
work  has  been  good  and  successful.  The  standai’d  of  physical  work  in 
both  schools  is  a high  one,  and  there  has  been  improvement  durhig  the 
year.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  two  of  our  teachers,  Mr.  H.  C.  Byrne 
and  Mr.  C.  H.  Haylett,  B.A.,  attended  a teachers’  course  of  physical 
instruction  at  the  Victoria  Barracks  in  November  last,  through  the  kind- 
ness of  the  N.S.W.  Education  Department,  and  by  successfully  passing 
the  examination  held  at  its  close  earned  an  additional  qualification  as 
instructors  in  physical  work. 

Organised  games  have  been  continued  with  success,  and  our  deaf 
boys  have  again  competed  with  the  boys  of  other  schools  in  cricket  and 
football.  They  have  this  year  played  in  the  Senior  Grade  Public  Schools 
football  competition  and  in  the  Public  High  Schools  cricket  competition. 
In  both  they  have  held  their  own  extremely  w'ell,  and  earned  the  reputation 
of  being  good  players  and  good  sports.  Mr.  Goldsmith  has  voluntarily 
undertaken  the  duties  of  sportsmaster  to  the  cricket  and  foothill  teams, 
so  ably  and  successfully  carried  out  previously  by  Mr.  Love,  and  is  doing 
good  w'ork  in  that  capacity.  Through  the  agency  of  the  Children's  Sports 
a tennis  court  has  recently  been  laid,  and  1 look  to  this  to  supply  the 
need  of  our  girls  for  more  recreation  and  sport. 
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I am  happy  to  be  again  able  to  report  that  the  general  work  of  the 
teachers  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  ^\ith  zeal  and  energy. 

In  conclusion,  I ask  you  to  accept  an  expression  of  mj'  appreciation 
of  your  continued  con.sideration  and  support  in  my  efforts  to  develop 
the  work  of  the  Institution.  The  measure  of  success  attained  up  to  the 
present  is  considerable  ; but  there  has  never  been  more  promi.se  of  further 
and  greater  developments  than  now,  and  I have  ever}^  confidence  that  the 
future  will  bring  steady  expansion  and  progress.

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REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 


NEW  SOUTH  WALES  INSTITUTION  FOR  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB 
AND  THE  BLIND. 


Visited  11th  and  12th  September,  1916. 


Extracts  from  the  Report  of  Messrs.  Beavis  and  Walker,  Inspectors 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  who  examined  the  School  on  the 
11th  and  12th  September,  1910  : — 

M'hile  so  much  has  been  done  by  the  State  during  the  past  few  years 
to  liberalise  and  extend  the  education  of  fully-sensed  children,  the  education 
of  the  defective  and  sub-irormal  has  been  left  almost  entirely  to  private 
philanthropy.  Surely  the  disadvantage  suffered  by  the  most  neglected 
and  backward  children  who  have  all  their  senses  is  small  compared  ^th 
the  handicap  of  those  who  face  life  bereft  of  hearing  or  sight.  Among 
the  defectives,  too,  are  more  than  the  ordinary  proportion  of  children 
who  arc  mentally  below  the  average.  Yet  the  deaf  and  the  blind  have  to 
find  their  places  ui  our  industrial  and  social  systems.  Which  is  the  more 
desirable — that  they  should  live  amongst  us  as  useful  citizens,  able  to 
fend  for  themselves,  or  as  dependents  on  charity  and  more  or  less  burdens 
on  the  community  ? There  can  be  but  one  answer. 

Government. 

Possibly  the  state  of  dependence  of  the  children  tends  to  make 
government  eas}',  but  there  must  be  special  problems  claiming  judgment 
and  patience,  and  sometimes  occasioning  not  a little  anxiety.  All  insti- 
tutional and  school  routine  arrangements  are  orderly,  and  gain  the  ready 
acquiescence  of  the  children  and  the  teaching  staff.  Kindness  and 
effectiveness  are  everywhere  manifest.  The  physical  welfare  of  the 
children  is  ensured  through  a system  of  regular  medical  inspections  by 
honorary  officers  who  render  excellent  service.  A comprehensive  scheme 
of  physical  training  based  on  the  London  Board  of  Education  syllabus 
is  in  operation.  This  embraces  breathing  exercises,  body  movements,, 
and  organised  games,  to  all  of  which  a due  proportion  of  time  is  given. 
The  work  is  well  carried  out  on  right  lines  and  mth  careful  attention  to 
detail.  In  cricket  competitions  with  neighbouring  schools  and  at  sporta 
held  every  year  in  November  most  interesting  contests  may  be  witnessed, 
and  proof  is  given  that  some  at  least  of  the  deaf  children  are  not  wanting 
in  phj’sical  stamina  and  prowess. 

Instruction. 

Regarding  education  as  preparation  for  complete  living,  and  having 
in  mind  the  normal  full-sensed  child  as  the  measure  of  what  maj"^  be 
accomplished,  it  is  difficult  to  realise  how  children  so  vitally  deprived  a& 
the  deaf  and  the  blind  can  be  adequately  trained.  Fortunately,  there  are 
instances  not  merely  of  good  average  attainment,  but  of  exceptional 
success — as  for  example  Helen  Keller,  the  deaf-blind-mute,  whose  accom- 
plishments serve  as  a lure  and  an  inspiration  to  all  teachers  of  children 
not  fully  sensed.  More  and  more  is  it  being  recognised  in  training  the 
deaf  that  they  should  be  spoken  to  as  if  they  could  hear.  Mothers  are 
urged  to  adopt  this  plan  vith  their  deaf  rhiklren  even  from  infancy,  and 
so,  instinct  helping,  some  suggestions  of  lip-readmg  may  be  acquired 
before  school-life  begins.  The  aim  of  the  school  is  to  train  the  deaf  to 
grasp  ordinary  speech,  and  ultimately  to  use  speech.  In  pursuit  of  this 
aim  the  teaching  is  based  largely  on  the  ordinary  activities  and  daily 
experience  of  the  pupils.  Hence  the  importance  of  play  and  of  getting 
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the  pinhls  to  do  all  those  things  «hich  ordinary  children  do.  Action 
becomes  the  mainspring  of  speech.  With  the  blind,  speech  i.s  not  a 
difficulty  at  all,  Imt  doing  is  equally  a main  factor  in  their  education. 
Both  for  his  physical  and  mental  well-being  the  blind  child  needs  to  be 
taken  out  of  himself  : activity  is  the  solution.  Like  the  normal  child,  he 
likes  to  feel  that  he  can  do  things,  and  so  gathers  confidence  in  himself. 
It  is  surprising  what  he  can  be  trained  to  do  in  the  way  of  independent 
activity.  Both  with  the  blind  and  the  deaf  the  school  training  leads 
«p  to  some  form  of  industrial  training  with  a view  to  earning  a livelihood. 
Hence  the  importance  given  in  the  school  lanirse  to  manual  occupations. 

The  School  for  the  Deaf. 

Since  last  inspection  very  marked  progress  has  been  made  in  speech- 
training. Formerly  there  were  two  teachers  engaged  with  silent  classes, 
now  there  is  only  one,  and  he  manages  two  groups  with  five  pupils  in  each 
group.  'The  hope  of  the  school  is  in  the  lowest  class,  13  pupils,  average 
age  7 years  5 months.  The  children  are  bright,  and  very  like  a similar 
■class  of  normal  children.  If  the  youngest  and  most  intelligent  of  them 
remain  at  school  till  they  are  15  or  16  years  of  age,  speech-training  vill 
have  had  a fair  test.  An  alphabet  of  sounds  is  used,  and  the  teaching  of 
words  is  a process  of  phonetic  word-buildmg.  How  to  get  the  pupils  to 
make  the  sounds  is  the  jioint  of  difficulty.  Good  use  is  made  of  the  motor 
activities  of  the  pupils  themselves,  ami  also  of  pictures  and  illustrations 
denoting  movement.  Number  is  taught  on  methods  ordinarily  adopted 
in  infants’  schools.  The  names  and  ages  of  the  pupils  written  on  the  black- 
board afford  a basis  for  much  good  teaching. 

Throughout  the  classes  there  are  evidences  of  improvement  in  speech. 
Ghildren  salute  the  visitor  with  familiar  greetings  as  “ Good  morning,” 
“ It  is  a fine  day,”  “How  are  you  to-day?”  and  are  gratified  to  get  a reply 
in  ordinary  speech.  The  scheme  of  language  work  is  built  up  in  well- 
■considered"  progressive  stages,  suggestive  of  definite  teaching  productive 
■of  thought,  interest,  and  expressional  activity.  Interwoven  with  the 
language  work  is  a judicious  introduction  of  drawing  as  a means  of  ex- 
pression. 

Many  of  the  sketches  seen  showed  originality  and  some  ability. 
Books  freely  illustrated  are  read,  and  creditable  attempts  are  made  at 
recitation  of  simple  verse.  Much  of  the  teaching  is  from  the  blackboard, 
but  with  the  higher  classes  writing  books  are  used.  The  pupils  write  well, 
and  within  their  vocabulary  spell  vei-y  w'ell  indeed.  In  the  exercise  books 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  Uttle  touches  of  Art  work.  Satisfactory  attempts  are 
made  at  written  composition  ; the  elder  girls  are  able  to  write  good  sensible 
letters. 

Although  the  blackboard  is  necessarily  used  much  as  the  medium, 
arithmetic  is  chiefly  mental.  The  range  is  limited,  but  approximates 
fairly  to  orrlinary  household  requirements.  Problems  involving  division 
are  not  easily  grasped. 

Nature  study  is  real,  the  subjects  being  jilant  and  animal  life.  One 
•class  is  at  present  studyuig  tadpoles.  In  the  highest  class  the  girls  show 
a reasonable  acquaintance  with  Australian  geography,  and  they  have  some 
knowledge  of  current  happenings — they  can  tell  about  the  war. 

Art  work  was  inspected  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Branch,  Superintendent  of 
Drawing,  w'ho  pronounced  it  excellent. 

His  report  is  attached. 

The  School  for  the  Blind. 

Deprived  of  one  of  the  greatest  gifts  which  has  been  bestowed  on 
mankind,  these  children  have  to  learn  through  the  sense  of  hearing  and 
touch.  Added  to  this  disabilit}-  is  the  accompanying  mental  deficiency 
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met  with  in  some  cases.  With  these  difficulties  in  the  way  the  teachers” 
task  of  reacliing  ami  developing  the  mind  is  by  no  means  an  easy  one. 

The  course  of  instruction  is  well  planned  from  the  beghmers  to  the 
senior  class.  The  EngUsh  course  is  successfullj’^  followed.  Oral  reading 
shows  to  advantage  both  as  regards  fluency  and  clearness  of  enunciation  j 
where  tested,  pupils  showed  considerable  freedom  in  re-telUng  stories  pre- 
viously read  : the  language  teaching  is  effective  ; and  in  the  senior  class 
under  the  capable  guidance  of  Miss  R.  S.  Reid,  B.A.,  the  instruction  has 
reached  a high  level.  Here  good  literature  is  studied  ; the  pupil’s  point  of 
view  is  secured  ; and  a healthy  appreciation  of  good  literature  is  bemg 
fostered.  It  is  refre.shmg  to  hear  these  pupils  discuss  in  an  intelligent  and 
interesting  way  the  characters  and  incidents  in  the  Merchant  of  V^enice. 
Inquiry  showed  that  the  library  is  a well  used  agency,  and  that  reading  is 
a great  recreation  for  these  children  whose  avenues  of  amusement  are  so 
restricted.  Poetry  is  treated  in  the  Literary  spirit  ; pupils  are  trained  to 
appreciate  the  beauty  and  appropriateness  of  choice  selections,  and  they 
can  fi'eely  quote  standard  pieces. 

In  arithmetic  a good  foundation  is  being  laid  in  number  work  ; in. 
the  early  stages  tables  and  number  combinations  are  well  known.  In  the 
intermediate  stage  pupils  show  a fairh'  intelligent  acquaintance  with 
money  problems  ; in  this  stage  more  practice  in  simple  business  problems, 
with  sums  usually  met  Avith  in  actual  shopping  transactions  is  suggested. 

A good  deal  of  history  occurs  incidentaUy  in  the  lessons  lead  from  the 
Braille.  The  pupils  can  discuss  the  subject  and  the  associated  geography 
with  Avonderful  accuracy  and  apparent  grasp.  With  the  aid  of  relief  maps 
of  all  the  continents  and  some  countries,  a good  knowledge  of  w'hat  is 
going  on  in  the  world  ha^>  been  obtained.  The  older  pupils  can  discuss 
intelligently  the  progress  of  the  present  war,  and  they  are  not  without 
some  acquaintance  with  ancient  history.  Scripture  and  moral  teaching  is 
a regular  part  of  the  course. 

Under  Miss  Secular’s  direction  the  children  sing  pleasingly  and  in 
correct  time  and  tune. 

Manual  Training. 

The  morning  lesson  periods  are  devoted  entirely  to  the  ordinary 
subjects  of  instruction,  and  the  whole  of  the  afternoon  to  manual  and  Art 
subjects,  and  the  case  of  the  blind  to  Singing.  This,  from  an  edncational 
point  of  viewy  is  an  excellent  arrangement,  as  the  subjects  that  make  the 
greatest  demand  on  thought  and  alertness  are  taken  wffiile  the  children 
are  fresh. 

The  scheme  of  Manual  Training  is  based  on  sound  educational  prmciples 
— the  occupations  are  varied,  they  appeal  to  different  interests,  they  tend 
to  encourage  hobbies,  and  they  give  a training  in  neatness,  care,  accuracy,, 
and  deftness  of  manipulation. 

The  scheme  f(n-  the  boys  includes  paper  cutting,  raffia  work,  cane 
AA'eaving,  cardlHiard  imxlelling,  boot  repairing,  chair  caning,  cane  basketry 
and  woodwoik.  In  all  branches  good  work  w’as  seen  ; the  finished  work  in 
cardboard  modelling  showed  a care  in  detail  for  Avhich  the  teacher  is  to  be 
commenfled.  Much  of  the  work  done  by  the  blind  children  is  of  excellent 
quality,  and  it  reflects  great  credit  on  both  teachers  and  pupils. 

The  woodwork  course  for  the  deaf  children  includes  (1)  a course  of 
light  wooflwork  ; (2)  a course  of  elementary  Avoodwork,  and  (3)  a carpentry 
course  Avhich  includes  the  various  forms  of  joints,  and  their  introduction 
into  cabinet  work.  The  samples  of  finished  Avork  seen  in  all  three  grades, 
together  Avith  the  Avork  in  progress,  are  of  good  quality.  The  excellent 
training  given  in  Carpentry  by  Mr.  R.  Sell  is  a tribute  to  that  gentleman’s 
skill  and  his  devotion  to  this  portion  of  his  duty. 
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The  girls’  course  embraces  raffia  work,  paper  cuttings  and  cane 
basketry  all  of  yhich  show  good  quality.  Needlework  follows  a graded 
course  leaffing  up  to  dressmaking  and  millinery.  The  plam  sewmg  is 
excellent,  and  in  the  dressmaking,  the  girls  are  receiving  a trammg  in 
cutting  o’ut,  and  in  estimating  the  quantities  and  prices  of  the  proposed 
work.  Knitting  is  general,  and  in  several  instances  we  were  infoiined 
that  the  socks  in  progress  were  “ for  a soldier.” 

It  is  only  right  to  specially  refer  to  the  excellent  knitting  done  by  the 
deaf  and  blhid  girl  Alice  Betteridge.  The  training  given  this  girl  in  English, 
history  and  other  subjects,  is  highly  creditable  to  her  teacher.  Miss  R.  S. 

Mrs.  Earlam’s  gratuitous  services  m teaching  fancy  needlework  call 
for  more  than  passing  mention.  The  samples  show  both  a variety  and  an 
excellence  of  treatment  that  reflect  interest,  skill  and  painstaking  in- 
struction. 

The  Staff  and  General  Management. 


The  members  of  the  staff  show  skill  in  the  peculiar  and  difficult  class 
of  work  in  which  they  are  engaged,  together  with  an  abundance  of  zeal, 
tact,  patience  and  judgment.  It  is  evident  that  they  are  in  sympathy  with 
their  pupils — a S3Tnpathy  evoked  by  the  affliction  from  which  the  children 
suffer. 

Throughout  all  classes  it  is  apparent  that  the  teachers  are  seized  of 
the  children’s  difficulties,  that  they  meet  these  vfth  initiative  and  re- 
sourcefulness, and  that  they  have  a clear  grasp  of  the  educational  problems 
underlying  their  work.  A good  criterion  of  the  methods  employed  is  the 
interest,  the  attention,  and  the  alertness  displayed  by  the  pupils. 

For  the  great  trouble  in  making  useful  maps  of  three-ply  cardboard, 
Mr.  Haylett  is  to  be  commended. 

It  is  noted  mth  pleasure  that  there  are  three  graduates  on  the  staff. 
While  the  possession  of  a degree  may  not  be  regarded  as  an  essential  qualifi- 
cation for  a teacher  in  such  a school  as  this,  it  is  a guarantee  of  a certain 
standard  of  culture  and  intelligence,  and  in  the  delicate  and  difficult  work 
which  falls  to  the  lot  of  these  teachers,  training,  intelligence  and  width 
of  outlook  are  indispensable. 

The  management  is  marked  with  thought,  care  and  a full  knowledge 
of  the  peculiar  character  of  the  work  involved. 

The  modern  type  of  training  in  handwork,  the  educative  treatment  of 
drawing  in  the  school  for  the  deaf,  and  its  development  as  an  expressional 
exercise  in  general  work,  the  course  of  up-to-date  physical  training  carried 
out  in  all  classes,  together  with  the  methods  adopted  in  all  school  subjects, 
are  evidence  of  the  progressive  educational  attitude  of  Mr.  Eaiiam,  who  is 
to  be  w'armly  congratulated  on  the  efficient  condition  of  the  school.

His  Excellency,  who  occupied  the  chair,  said  : Mr.  President,  Ladies 
and  Gentlemen,— I have  much  pleasure  in  taking  the  chair  at  the  55th 
annual  general  meeting  of  the  New  South  Wales  Institution  for  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb  and  Blind.  I call  upon  the  Secretary',  Mr.  Rigg,  to  read  the 
advertisement  calling  the  meeting. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  Rigg)  having  read  the  advertisement. 

His  Excellency  moved  that  the  55th  Annual  Report  and  Balance 
Sheet,  which  had  been  distributed  amongst  the  audience,  be  taken  as  read. 

Carried  unanimously. 

The  President  (W.  H.  Simpson,  Esq.,  J.P.)  moved  : — “ That  the 
Report  be  adopted,  and,  together  \rith  the  Balance  Sheets,  etc.,  be  printed 
for  circulation.”  In  moving  this  resolution  the  President  said  : — Your 
Excellency',  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — I am  called  upon  at  this  55th  annual 
meeting  to  move  the  adoption  of  the  annual  report  and  balance  sheet.  We 
commenced  this  work  in  a very  small  way  and  in  a small  room  in  Castle- 
reagh  Street,  Sy'dney,  55  y'ears  ago.  There  were  not  more  than  about 
half-a-dozen  people  connected  nith  the  Institution  at  that  tune.  We  have 
increased  from  time  to  time  until  you  see  the  magnificent  work  in  which 
we  are  now  occupied.  The  work  of  the  Listitution  in  the  first  instance  has 
always  been  open  to  children  who  are  deaf,  dumb  or  blind,  without  respect 
to  creed  or  cla.ss,  whether  rich  or  poor.  These  fundamental  jDrinciples 
have  been  carried  out  up  to  the  present  time.  We  take  children  and  they 
all  meet  here  on  equal  terms  and  work  together  amicably  in  the  same  build- 
ings in  this  Listitution.  If  the  children’s  parents  are  possessed  of  sufficient 
means  to  contribute  to  their  support  and  education  they  are  expected  to 
do  so.  During  these  55  years  all  the  children  who  have  been  brought  to  this 
Institution  have  been  educated  and  encouraged  to  make  as  much  of  their 
time  and  opportunities  as  possible.  They'  have  been  taught  truthfulness, 
obedience,  cleanliness  and  other  duties,  so  that  by  the  time  they  leave  the 
Listitution  they'  are  able  to  make  their  way  in  the  world.  They  generally 
leave  the  Institution  at  16  years  of  age,  and  we  do  eveiydliing  possible  in 
order  to  qualify  them  for  a position  in  life.  The  boy'.s  are  taught  cabinet- 
making and  boot  repairing,  so  that  when  they  leave  here  they  are  able  to 
understand  the  use  of  tools  of  trade.  They  thus  become  clever  workers. 
Others  become  farmers  and  so  on.  Blind  boys,  when  leaving  here,  go  to 
the  Industrial  BUnd  Institution  at  Woolloomooloo  and  are  there  taken  in 
charge.  They  are  able  to  make  them  almost  as  capable  as  those  people 
who  have  the  use  of  their  eyesight.  'Tlu!  girls  are  tanuht  domestic  and 
• other  duties,  such  as  cooking,  needlework,  and  .so  on,  and  they  either  find 
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a home  ^Mtli  their  paients  or  make  tlieir  way  in  the  world  in  otlier  ways, 
'i’hey  are  all  encouraged  to  make  themselves  as  accomplished  as  possible  ; 
we  encourage  them  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  Year  after  3'ear  we  ask  the 
Ciovernor  to  preside  here,  and  we  are  always  very  pleased  to  see  His 
Excellencv.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  find  that  everything  is  going  on  well, 
and  that  under  the  direction  of  our  Superintendent  and  his  stall,  we  are 
doing  everything  possible  for  the  education  of  the  pupils,  and  in  this  way 
fit  them  for  their  future  success  in  life. 

During  the  past  \ear  ve  have  lost  one  of  our  much  esteemed  members, 
I refer  to  Mr.  Kobert  Chadwick,  one  of  our  Vice-Pi’csidents.  Dining  the 
time  he  was  connected  with  the  Institution  he  was  a very  earnest  worker 
on  its  behalf.  A\'e  also  have,  to  lament  the  death  or  Mr.  Henry  Walker. 
Hon.  Dentist.  1 must  say  that  at  any  time,  day  or  night,  his  services  were 
always  available  to  the  Institution.  We  deeply  regret  the  loss  of  these  two- 
friends  of  the  Institution.  We  have  not  much  time  this  afternoon  to  make 
long  speeches,  a.ml  ^^ith  these  few  remarks  I beg  to  move  the  resolution. 

Sir  Phili])  S^dne}-  Jones  seconded  the  resolution.  He  said  : — Your 
Excellency,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — It  is  m3'  pleasing  duty  to  second  the 
resolution  which  has  just  been  moved  by  tlie  President.  There  is  nothing 
starthng  in  the  Report,  which  follows  in  the  hnes  of  those  presented  in 
previous  3ears.  One  paragraph,  perhaps,  needs  a word  of  explanation.. 
You  will  observe  that  the  number  of  children  on  the  roll  on  the  30th 
September  this  year  was  121,  whereas  at  the  same  date  in  the  previous. 
3-eai-  it  stood  at  139,  a reduction  of  18.  This  looks  like  a falhng-off  in 
the  progress  of  the  Institution,  but  in  reality  is  not  so,  and  the  explanation 
is  simple.  The  difference  in  the  figures  is,  as  the  Rejjort  points  out, 
mainly  due  to  the  fact  tliat  the  number  of  ctrildren  who  last  year  attained 
the  age  of  16  3’ears,  the  age  at  which  they  usually  leave  our  Institution 
to  follow  industrial  occupations,  was  unusually  large.  The  number  of 
children  admitted  during  the  3'ear  was  22,  which  is  quite  up  to  the 
average.  The  work  of  the  Institution  is  slowly’  but  steadily  progressive,, 
as  the  following  facts  show  ; — Two  3’ears  ago  we  opened  open-air  class 
rooms,  an  imjiortant  and  valuable  movement  both  as  regards  the  physical 
and  mental  health  of  the  children  ; then  in  the  year  now  under  review 
we  took  part  for  the  first  time  in  the  Children’s  Welfare  Exhibition,  held 
in  the  Towii  Hall.  The  articles  made  by  our  deaf  and  blind  children 
were  wannly  and  favourabty  commented  upon  by  those  who  visited  the- 
Exhibition,  and  I think  by  your  Excellenc}’  also.  Quite  recently,  before 
the  members  of  the  N.S.\\'.  Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  a 
demonstration  was  made  by  Mr.  Earlam,  the  Superintendent,  and  some 
of  the  children  of  the  methods  of  teaching  employed  m this  Listitution. 
This  movement  is  likely  to  have  important  results,  bringing  as  it  did  the 
work  of  our  Institution  promhiently  before  the  members  of  the  medical: 
profession,  who  perhaps  have,  more  than  any’  other  body  of  men,  sufficient 
influence  with  the  parents  of  deaf  and  blind  cliildren  to  induce  them  to 
send  their  afflicted  children  to  tills  Institution  at  the  earliest  possible 
age  at  which  they  can  be  admitted — that  is,  about  the  age  of  five  year.s. 
As  it  is  at  present,  children  are  frequently  not  sent  to  us  until  seven,  ten 
or  even  fourteen  years  of  age.  Manifestly  such  children  are  placed  at  a 
great  disadvantage  and  are  never  able  to  reach  the  stage  of  efficiency 
which  those  acquire  who  are  admitted  at  an  early  age.  The  ignorance 
and  apathy  of  yiarents  in  this  matter  has  frequently  been  alluded  to  at 
our  annual  meetings,  but  I have  great  hopes — indeed,  I feel  confident — 
that  one  of  the  good  moral  results  of  the  deplorable  war  in  which  we  are 
now  engaged  will  be  the  birth  in  the  community  of  a new  sense  of  respon- 
sibility for  otir  fcllowmen,  a deejrcr  conviction  that  we  are  indeed  “ our 
brother’s  keeper,  ’ and  when  the  parents  of  deaf  and  blind  children  see 
around  them,  as  they  will  do,  in  increasing  numbers  the  deprivations 
and  disabilities  fiom  which  the  blind  and  deaf  soldiers  suffer,  they  will 
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become  alive  to  their  duty  to  their  afflicted  children  and  give  them  at 
the  earliest  possible  age  the  educational  advantages  which  this  Institution 
offers.  We  are  still  without  compulsory  attendance  at  school  of  deaf 
and  blind  children.  The  directors  of  our  Institution  have  year  after 
vear  urged  upon  succes.sive  Governments  its  importance,  and  Ministers 
of  Rducation  have  admitted  its  necessity  and  promised  to  introduce  legis- 
lation t<i  bring  it  about,  but  so  far  nothing  has  been  done.  The  blind 
and  deaf,  under  the  best  of  circumstances,  are  heavily  handicapped  in 
the  sti'ugele  for  existence,  b>:t  without  education  their  condition  is 
pitiable.  The  hope  of  the  nation  lies  w ith  the  children,  with  the  blind 
and  deaf  no  les.?  than  with  those  endowed  with  all  their  faculties. 

His  Excellency  ])ut  the  motion,  which  was  carried. 

Mr.  Kigg  moved  the  following  resolution  — “ iiiat  the  thanks  of  this 
meeting  are  hereby  given  to  the  Government  and  Parliament  for  the  annual 
donation  of  £450  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Institution.” 

Mr.  Rigg  said  : — Your  Excellency,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — On  behalf 
of  our  esteemed  li'easurer,  Mr.  Phillips,  one  of  the  best  workers  and  most 
regular  in  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Institution,  w'ho  is  unavoidably 
absent  thi.s  afternoon,  I hav'e  undetaken  to  propose  tlxis  resolution.  Imay 
state,  your  Excellence , that  the  £450  which  has  been  given  by  the  Govern- 
ment is  a very  small  sum  as  compared  with  the  expense  of  running  the 
Institution.  This  sum  ha.s  been  contributed  from  time  immemorial  by 
every  Government  in  power.  It  might  liave  been  considered  a liberal 
donation  at  the  time  it  was  first  given,  when  the  number  of  pupils  was 
ver}-  few.  and  when  wages  and  the  cost  of  living  were  much  smaller  than  at 
present,  but  it  is  altogether  inadequate  for  the  present-daj'^  requirements- 
I may  state  that  although  the  various  Governments  have'  provided  most 
bountifully  for  the  ordinary  children  of  the  State,  it  seems  very  strange 
that  scarcely  anj*  provision  has  been  made  for  educating  these  deaf  and 
blind.  When  Mr.  Bee  by  was  in  power  he  stated  that  a free  education  was 
the  pciicy  of  the  Government,  and  an  arrangement  was  come  to  with  him 
for  admi.ssion  of  a certain  number  of  pupils  pending  the  passing  of  a Com- 
pulsory Education  Bill  to  include  deaf  and  blind,  and  although  children 
have  been  received  and  are  being  educated,  so  far  pavunent  for  them  has 
not  been  made.  I am  not  going  to  say  the  Government  will  dispute  our 
claim,  but  the  delay  in  paying  it  is  causing  unnecessary  financial  worry  and 
inconvenience.  Some  _\ear.s  ago,  when  everything  was  far  cheaper  than 
at  present,  the  amount  received  for  ev’ery  Government  pupil  was  £36  per 
annum  ; it  has  now  been  reduced  to  £26.  Under  the  circumstances  I 
think  the  fee  should  have  been  increased  instead  of  being  cut  down.  I 
have  nt)  hesitation  in  .saying  that  the  educating  the  deaf  and  blind  children; 
of  New  South  Wales,  if  run  b\'  the  Government  wo\dd  cost  anjdhing  from 
£8.000  to  £10.0t>0.  yet  they  are  pavdng  us  a subsidy  of  £450  per  year,  for 
which  we  are  thankful.  I have  much  pleasure,  your  Excellency,  in  moving 
the  re.solution. 

Dr.  T.  Storie  Dixson  seconded  the  resolution.  He  said : — Your  Ex- 
cellency, Dailies  and  Gentlemen, — In  regard  to  thi.s  resolution  which  I have 
been  asked  to  second,  and  which  I ilo  with  pleasure,  I think  there  is  a painful 
similarity  none  the  less  about  it  to  one  we  passed  five  or  six  years  ago.  and 
which  I was  asked  to  ])ropi.se.  I rememljer  it  called  forth  the  same  words 
which  have  just  been  made  by  Mr.  Rigg.  Now,  if  any  of  you  look  over  the 
balance  sheets  you  will  find  that  the  debt  is  over  £5.000  ; this  is  increasing 
year  after  year.  It  increased  last  year  b,\'  something  over  £200.  Y^ou 
have  only  to  look  at  these  children,  your  Excellency,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
to  see  that  at  any  rate,  as  far  as  you  can  judge,  by  the  look  of  them,  they  are 
a cretlit  to  the  officers  of  the  Institution.  I have  had  the  privilege  of  seeing 
a number  of  similar  schools.  I have  been  in  the  old  country,  and  in 
Germane-,  and  also  in  Paris,  and  I can  only  say  that  w hen  I came  back  here 


and  studied  the  way  in  which  we  manage  this  Institution,  I concluded  that 
we  had  no  reason  to  be  ashamed  of  our  work.  It  is  quite  true,  as  Mr.  Rigg 
has  said,  that  if  the  Government  had  to  take  this  work  in  hand,  it  would 
cost  them  a great  deal  more.  One  thing  the  Government  should  do  is  to 
make  the  responsibility  of  parents  greater  by  seeing  that  children  whose 
senses  are  afflicted  are  sent  here  and  help  us  to  meet  the  mcreased  expense. 
If  we,  unfortunately,  cannot  get  the  Government  to  come  forward  with 
increased  assistance,  it  is  equally  true  we  cannot  stand  this  deficit  of 
£5,000  and  steadily  increasing  loss  of  £200  every  year.  There  may  be 
many  who  say  “ We  recognise  the  glorious  nature  of  this  work,  and  the 
absolute  necessity  of  it.”  W'ell,  then,  if  we  cannot  get  the  Government  to 
increase  the  amount,  we  are  driven  to  the  only  other  solution- — to  appeal 
to  those  who  are  able  to  give  and  who  are  seized  of  the  value  of  the  work. 

His  Excellency  said  : — Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  before  I put  this  resolution, 
I will  call  upon  the  Secretary  to  read  the  apologies  he  has  received. 

The  Seeretaiy  said  : — Apologies  have  been  received  from  the  followuig 
gentlemen  : — The  Hon.  W.  A.  Holman,  M.L.A.,  Premier  ; The  Hon.  Geo. 
Black,  M.L.A.,  Mini.ster  ; The  Hon.  W.  C.  Grahame,  M.L.A.,  Minister  ; The 
Right  Hon.  Richard  Meagher,  Lord  Mayor  ; Robert  Vicars,  Esq.,  Dr.  J.  C. 
Halliday,  Fred.  Philhps,  Esq.,  Sir  Henry  Stephen. 

His  Excellency  put  the  resolution  moved  by  Mr.  Rigg,  and  seconded 
by  Dr.  'P.  St'-rie  Dixson,  which  was  carried. 

Appointment  oi  Members  of  the  Board  and  Medical  Officers. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Mason  Cox  said  : — Your  Excellency,  Ladies  and  Gentle- 
men,— I have  been  asked  to  move  a resolution  as  follows  : “ That  the 
following  gentlemen  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  ensuing 
year  ; — President,  W.  H.  Sunpson,  Esq.,  J.P.  ; Vice-President,  Sir  Philip 
Sydney  Jones  ; Hon.  Ti-easurer,  Ered.  Phillips,  Esq.  ; Hon.  Secretary, 
Wilham  Rigg,  Esq.,  J.P.  ; Directors  (to  fill  vacancies).  Dr.  T.  Storie  Dixson, 
Robert  Vicars,  Esq.,  and  John  M ade,  Esq.,  J.P.  And  that  the  following 
do  constitute  the  Medical  Stafl: : — Hon.  Consulting  Physician  and  Hon.

I have  very  much  pleasure  in  moving  the  resolution. 

The  Rev.  J.  E.  Metcalfe  seconded  the  resolution.  He  said  : — Your 
Excellency,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — I have  very  much  pleasure  indeed  in 
•seconding  this  resolution. 

His  Excellency  put  the  resolution,  which  was  carried  unanimously. 

At  this  stage  the  pupils  of  the  Institution  rendered  a patriotic  song, 
which  received  applause. 

^ ^Ii.  Anbiey  Halloran,  LI.B.,  said  : — \our  Excellency,  Ladies  and 
‘Gentleinen,  Dining  the  past  year  a number  of  ladies  and  gentlemen 
have  given  their  services  in  an  honoran-  cajiacity  to  this  Institution,  and 
we  have  to  thaide  them.  Among  these  are  : Dr.  Geo.  E.  Rennie,  Hon.  Con- 
sulting Physician  and  Honorary  Medical  Inspector;  Dr.  Charles  P B 
■Clubbe,  Hon.  Consulting  Suigcon  ; Dr.  J.  C.  Halliday,  Hon.  Ophthaimic 
. IDr.  John  1^.  Oifthiini,  Hon.  Anrflil  Surgeon  j Dr.  P.  SytliiGv  Jones 
and  Dr.  E.  Selwyn  Harrison,  Hon.  Physicians  ; Messrs.  A.  L.  MeCreilie  and 
Anderson,  Hon.  Architects  ; Messrs.  T.  F.  H.  Mackenzie  and  Henry  Pratt 
Hon.  Auditors  ; Messrs.  A.  G.  Gabriel  and  J.  W.  Cliff.  Hon.  Dentists  ; and 
Mrs.  H.  Eaiiam,  Hon.  Teacher  of  Ji'ancy  Needlework.  We  also  wish  to 
tender  our  thank.s  to  the  Ladies’  Vi.siting  Committee.  'Phis  committee  of 
ladies  do  a splendid  work  in  this  Institution  under  the  presidency  of  Mrs. 
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T.  Storie  Dixsoii.  While  speaking  of  this  committee,  I cannot  help 
refeiTing  to  the  death  of  one  of  the  ladies  of  this  committee.  I refer  to 
Mrs.  David  Mitchell.  She  had  worked  hard  for  this  Listitution  for  nine 
years.  I can  only  say,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  the  work  and  services 
of  these  honorary  helpers  is  absolutely  as  good  as  a gift  of  money,  because, 
had  we  to  pay  for  those  services,  it  would  require  the  expenditure  of  a 
very  big  sum  indeed.  Now,  these  services  are  given  gratuitously.  Among 
some  of  the  names  I have  mentioned  are  some  of  the  best  professional  men 
in  the  city.  I would  like  to  say  that,  during  the  past  year,  we  did  not 
get  as  much  from  legacies  as  we  did  in  previous  years.  Perhaps  it  is  that 
the  health  of  the  community  is  better ; but  it  may  be  that  for  some  years 
one  or  two  Governments  have  shown  an  inclination  to  touch  the  Trust 
Funds-  of  a certain  public  Institution.  We  hope  that  in  future  Govern- 
ments will  take  care  that  such  funds  are  kept  sacred.  Now,  I can  only 
say  in  conclusion  that  we  hope  that  those  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  have 
helped  us  in  the  past  vill  continue  to  do  so  nobly  and  well,  and  that  they 
will  feel  better  for  the  services  they  render,  as  we  feel  better  for  receiving 
-them. 

The  Rev.  J.  Straughen  seconded  the  resolution.  He  said  : A'our 
Excellency,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — I have  very  great  pleasure  in  second- 
ing this  resolution. 

His  Excellency  submitted  the  resolution,  which  was  unanimously 
carried. 

At  this  stage  of  proceedings  the  meeting  was  entertained  by  a piano- 
iorte  duet  by  pupils  of  the  Institution,  which  received  applause. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Hanna,  in  moving  the  next  resolution,  said  : — Your  Excel- 
lency, Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — I have  very  much  pleasure  in  moving 
a vote  of  thanks  to  the  Directors  and  Officers  of  the  Institution  for  their 
services  during  the  past  year.  The  Report  that  has  been  placed  in  our 
hands  bears  ample  testimony  to  the  good  work  that  has  been  done,  and 
the  valuable  services  rendered  by  the  office-bearers  during  the  past  year. 
It  requires  no  words  of  mine  to  commend  this  resolution  to  your  con- 
sideration. I am  quite  sure  that  everyone  present  vill  join  most  heartily 
in  this  vote  of  thanks  which  I now  have  the  pleasure  of  moving. 

Mr.  J.  While,  seconded  the  motion.  He  said  ; — Your  Excellency, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — I have  very  much  pleasure  in  seconding  this 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  Directors  and  Office-bearers  of  the  Institution  for 
their  services  during  the  past  year. — Carried. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  Earlam,  a demon- 
stration of  the  methods  of  teaching  deaf  children  was  given  by  four  of  the 
teachers,  and,  at  the  conclusion,  was  loudly  applauded.  Mr.  Earlam  then 
invited  those  present  to  visit  the  school  and  see  the  pupils  at  their  work. 

The  President  said  : — Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  1 rise  to  pass  a vote  of 
thanks  to  His  Excellency  for  presiding  this  afternoon.  We  all  know  what 
a busy  man  he  is,  and  I often  wonder  how  he  manages  to  get  through  all 
his  work.  But  he  has  managed  to  get  through  it  and  come  to  see  us  this 
afternoon  and  take  the  chair  at  our  fifty-fifth  annual  meeting,  and  I hope 
it  vill  not  be  the  last  time  we  shall  see  him.  I ask  j'ou,  therefore,  to  carry 
a vote  of  thanks  to  His  Excellency  by  acclamation.” 

The  vote  of  thanks  to  His  Excellency  was  carried  with  loud  applau.se, 
those  present  standing  in  their  places. 

His  Excellency,  in  response,  said  : — Mr.  Simpson,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
I thank  your  President  for  his  kind  words  in  proposing  the  vote  of  thanks, 
^ind  I much  appreciate  the  opportunity  of  being  of  some  little  use  to  those

who,  by  their  support,  subscriptions  and  sympathy  and  good  work  ar& 
fulfilling  the  public  duty  of  schooling,  educating  and  taking  care  of  the- 
deaf,  the  dumb  and  the  blind.  It  is  a matter  of  congratulation  that  such 
results  are  achieved  in  the  face  of  these  terrible  physical  difficulties.  Science 
and  patience,  and,  what  is  more  remarkable,  heartiness  and  tact,  are  con- 
centrated ui  this  work  in  the  demonstration  we  have  witnessed  this  after- 
noon. It  is  also  a matter  of  congratulation  in  this  terrible  time  of  war,  and 
the  prospect  of  more  terrible  struggles  for  the  very  existence  of  those  who 
are  sound  in  limb,  and  eye  and  ear,  that  so  much  has  been  done  in  the  work 
of  this  Institution.  It  is  therefore  with  additional  gratitude  that  I thank 
you  for  the  pleasure  of  being  amongst  you  this  afternoon.  (Loud  applause). 

After  the  National  Anthem  bad  been  sung,  proceedings  terminated  at 
4. .30  p.ni.,  when  visitors  adjourned  for  afternoon  tea.

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INFORMATION  AND  DIRECTIONS  RELATIVE  TO  THE  ADMISSION 
OF  CHILDREN  TO  THE  INSTITUTION. 


1.  Applications  must  be  in  miting,  addressed  to  the  Secretary, 
sent  before  the  child  is  brought  to  the  Institution,  and  should  contain 
as  full  information  as  possible.  The  necessary  forms  can  be  obtained 
of  the  Hon.  Secretary. 

2.  Pupils  are  admissible  from  any  part  of  the  State  of  New  South 
Wales,  and,  under  certain  conditions,  from  other  States. 

3.  No  child  deficient  in  intellect,  subject  to  fits,  or  unable  to  wash 
and  dress  itself,  can  be  considered  a fit  subject  for  admission  ; and  no 
child,  whose  conduct  or  habits  are  deemed  by  the  officers  to  be  objection- 
able, nill  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Institution. 

4.  No  child  shall  be  admitted  of  an  age  younger  than  five  r’ears, 
nor  older  than  twelve  years,  unless  under  special  circumstances,  to  be 
decided  by  the  Board. 

5.  No  order  will  be  given  by  the  Secretary  for  a child’s  admission 
until  the  medical  certificate  has  been  obtained,  and  it  must  be  understood 
that  no  children  are  eligible  for  admission  until  every  means  have  been 
tried  for  restoring  their  sight  or  hearing,  as  the  case  may  be. 

6.  Children,  on  entering  the  Institution,  are  required  to  have  two 
complete  suits  of  clothing  for  school  or  week-daj'  wear,  to  be  of  dark 
colour,  and  a better  suit  for  S\mday,  and  to  be  provided  rrith  clothing 
(see  list)  by  their  parents  and  friends  during  their  residenee.  Each  child 
must  be  provided  \rith  a box  or  trunk,  in  which  to  keep  clothing  when 
clean.  If  £5  be  remitted,  the  Board  will  purchase  an  outfit  on  admission. 

7.  Any  amounts  remitted  to  the  Secretary  for  the  purchase  of  clothing 
will  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

8.  School  fees  vary  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  parents  ; 
the  highest  fee  is  £40  a year.  If  the  parents  are  not  able  to  pay  that 
amount,  a smaller  fee  will  be  accepted. 

9.  In  the  case  of  children  w'ho.se  parents  are  unable  to  pay  any  fees, 
a certificate  of  their  inability  to  pay  must  be  obtained  from  known 
individuals. 

10.  Fees  aie  payable  in  advance,  and  date  from  the  time  of  admission. 

11.  Children  cannot  be  permitted  to  leave  ths  Institution  unless 
with  the  direct  sanction  and  authority  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

12.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  scholastic  subjects,  ever}'  child  in 
the  Institution  receives  some  form  of  manual  training,  further  particidars 
of  which  are  given  on  the  previous  page. 

13.  The  vacations  are  6 weeks  at  Christmas  and  3 weeks  at  mid- 
winter ; and  it  is  essential  that  pupils  should  return  to  the  Institution 
on  the  day  fixed  to  commence  duties  after  each  vacation,  “ and  with 
their  clothing  clean  and  in  proper  order.”  (See  list.) 

14.  Pupils  are  expected  to  remain  in  the  Institution  until  they 
attain  the  age  of  16  years,  and  except  under  very  special  circumstances, 
no  child  will  be  allowed  to  remain  after  attaining  this  age.  The  attention 
of  parents  is  specially  drawn  to  this  in  the  hope  that  they  will  realise 
the  necessity  for  sending  their  children  to  school  at  an  early  age.  Failure 
to  do  this  means  depriving  the  children  of  at  least  a portion  of  their 
education. 

15.  Except  under  special  circumstances  children  will  only  be  admitted 
at  two  periods  of  the  year,  viz.,  in  January  and  July.

The  Institution  is  open  to  Subscribers  and  other  Visitors  on  Tuesdays 
and  Fridays,  from  2 to  4 p.m.,  and  at  other  times  on  special  order  from 
the  Honorary  Secretai'y  or  a Director. 

The  Parents  and  Friends  of  children  are  admitted  once  a fortnight 
on  Thursdays,  between  the  hours  of  .3  and  5 p.m. 

The  children  are  permitted  to  leave  the  Institution  to  vist  their  friends 
once  a month,  on  special  wvitten  application  being  made  to  the  Honorary 
Secretary. 

WTien  a case  of  serious  or  infectious  illness  occurs  while  a pupil  is  at 
home,  it  must  be  reported  to  the  Hon.  Secretars^  and  the  child  must  not 
be  returned  to  school  until  all  danger  of  infection  has  passed,  and  a 
medical  certificate  to  that  effect  produced. 

Forms  and  all  particulars  for  the  admission  of  pupils  can  be  obtained 
of  the  Honorary  Secretary. 

Subscriptions  and  donations  will  be  thankfully  received  and  acknow- 
ledged by  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretary,  or  at  the  Institution. 

The  Bleetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  are  held  on  the  Second  Monday 
in  each  month,  at  3 o’clock  p.m.  The  Ladies’  Visiting  Committee  meet 
at  the  Institution  on  the  last  Friday  in  each  month,  at  3 o’clock. 

The  cost  of  passages  to  and  from  the  Institution  must  be  paid  by 
the  friends  of  the  pupils,  the  Board  having  no  fund  for  this  purpose.

Children’s  Sports — Blind  Girls’  Skipping  Competition 
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HINTS  TO  PARENTS  OF  BLIND  CHILDREN. 


Remember  that  your  child  is  just  an  ordinary  child — deprived,  of 
sight — and  treat  him  accordingly.  Teach  him  to  walk  as  soon  as  you 
would  if  he  had  his  sight,  and  train  him  to  use  his  limbs.  He  is  dependent 
on  tbe  sense  of  touch  (feeling)  for  much  of  the  knowledge  that  is  received 
by  other  children  through  the  eye  ; and  from  the  earliest  possible  time 
should  be  taught  to  observe  shapes,  sizes,  weights,  etc.,  by  feeling  things,  and 
to  find  his  way  about  the  home  and  surroundings.  f 

Do  not  make  the  mistake  of  imagining  that  because  your  child  is 
blind  it  is  necessary  or  kind  to  do  almost  ever^Thing  for  him.  It  is  quite 
unnecessary,  and,  bearing  io  mind  the  fact  that  the  more  intelligent 
occupation  the  child  ha.s,  and  the  more  he  discovers  that  ho  can  do  for 
himself,  the  less  will  he  feel  the  deprivation  of  sight,  it  is  positively  unkind 
to  bring  him  up  in  a helpless  manner.  Let  him  learn  to  wash  and  dress 
himself,  and  to  attend  to  his  other  personal  requirements,  and  to  be  neat 
and  tidy.  Teach  him  to  feed  himself,  and  be  as  particular  over  his  table 
behaviour  as  you  would  be  with  a sighted  child. 

Teach  him  to  walk  eorrectlj'  and  carry  himself  well.  Be  very  careful 
to  check  at  the  very  outset  any  little  objectionable  mannerism  that  may 
show  itself.  Some  blind  children  have  a tendency  to  facial  grimace, 
screwing  the  fingers  into  the  eyes,  rocking  the  body  backward  and  forward, 
or  from  side  to  side,  and  if  these  practices  are  not  stopped  on  their  appear- 
ance they  may  develop  into  habits  that  will  require  years  to  eradicate. 

Teach  your  child  all  the  little  nursery  rhymes,  fairy  tales  and  songs 
that  go  to  make  childhood  happy,  and  always  endeavour  that  he  may 
hear  only  such  things  as  you  would  like  him  to  remember. 

Do  not  let  him  feel  that  his  blindness  makes  him  different  to  other 
children  ; but  help  him  to  realise  that  he  is  just  the  same  as  they,  and 
“ as  good  as  anybody  else.”  Let  him  help  in  all  the  little  domestic  opera- 
tions in  which  children  assist  their  parents. 

Do  not  discuss  his  blindness  in  his  presence — and  show  your  sympathy 
for  him  not  by  bewailing  the  fact  that  he  is  blind,  but  by  helping  him,  in 
ways  suggested  above,  and  in  other  ways  that  will  suggest  themselves  to 
any  intelligent  parent,  to  overcome  the  disabilities  of  blindness  to  the 
highest  pos.sible  degree.  Do  everything  necessary'  to  secure  his  happiness 
— but  remember  that  the  surest  way  of  making  him  miserable  and  unhappy 
is  to  “ spoil  ” him  by  placing  bim  outside  any  form  of  discipline. 

As  soon  as  he  is  old  enough — at  5 years  of  ago  or  thereabouts — send 
him  to  school.  There  he  will  be  surrounded  by  people  vhose  lives  are 
devoted  to  the  education  and  care  of  children  such  as  he  ; s.nd  it  is  only 
there  that  he  will  be  able  to  secure  the  education  which  will  enable  him 
to  take  his  place  in  the  world,  and  which  will  supply'  him  with  the  know- 
ledge and  mental  development  necessaiy  to  his  personal  happiness  and 
advancement. 

Do  not  take  your  child  for  examin.'^tinn  or  treatment  to  any  but 
a duly  qualified  medical  man.  Secure  fer  him  the  best  medic;,!  advice 
obtainable,  but  on  no  account  go  to  any'  “ df  etc  r ” who  h.c.-s  no  medical 
degree.  There  is  grave  risk  of  seiious  drmage  resultii  g from  the  inter- 
ference of  any  unqualified  person  with  such  a delicate  crg..n  ns  the  eye. 

If  you  act  on  the  lines  suggested  hri'c,  ycu  will  be  doirg  much  for 
your  child.  He  will  be,  blighter  and  happier  at  hf  me,  and  when  he  comes 
to  school  he  will  be  in  a better  position  to  benefit  by  the  instruction  given, 
and  his  edueational  advancement  will  be  mere  rapid.

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 


It  has  been  estimated  that  40  per  cent,  of  blindness  is  due  to  tho  disease 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  or  Infantile  Ophthalmia.  In  other  words,  it  is 
probable  that  four  out  of  every  ten  blind  people  have  lost  their  sight  from 
this  cause. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  is  a disease  which  attacks  the  eyes  of  newly- 
born  children,  their  eyes  being  infected  by  the  mother  during  the  birth. 
It  is  very  dangerous  and  infectious,  and  unless  prompt  measures  are  taken 
on  its  appearance,  it  almost  inevitably  results  in  blindness.  Sometimes 
the  disease  yields  to  treatment,  but  in  this  disease  perhaps  more  than  in 
any  other  is  prevention  better  than  cure. 

The  attention  of  parents,  midTOves  and  others  is  called  to  the  following 
instructions,  which,  if  invariably  carried  out,  would  do  much  towards 
minimising  the  amoimt  of  blindness  in  the  world,  and  preserving  the  inestim- 
able blessing  of  sight  to  children  whose  eyes  are  attacked  by  the  dread 
disease,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

1.  When  a child  is  bom,  see  that  the  eyes  are  carefully  and 

thoroughly  washed  out.  In  lying-in  institutions  and  in  other 
cases  where  there  is  danger  of  infection,  the  mid  wives  should 
be  instructed  to  instil  a drop  of  one  per  cent,  silver  nitrate 
solution  or  twenty-five  per  cent.  Argyrol  solution  into  the 
baby’s  eyes. 

2.  Especially  in  the  first  w'eek  or  two  of  the  child’s  life,  carefully 

examine  the  eyes  for  signs  of  inflammation  (redness  of  the 
eyes  or  Uds,  discharge,  or  swelling). 

3.  If  there  is  any  suggestion  of  Inflammation,  SEND  FOR  THE 

DOCTOR'.  Do  not  wait  to  see  if  the  condition  of  the  eye 
becomes  w'orse — remember  that  the  sight  of  the  child  may  be 
imperilled, 

4.  Previous  to  the  doctor’s  arrival,  wash  the  child’s  eyes  in  clean 

warm  solution  of  Boracio  Acid  every  quarter  of  an  hour ; 
using  clean  cotton  wool,  and  being  careful  not  to  use  the  same 
piece  of  cotton  wool  twice,  and  being  also  careful  not  to  touch 
both  eyes  with  one  piece. 

5.  OBEY  THE  DOCTOR’S  INSTRUCTIONS  IMPLICITLY. 

Remember  that  once  the  child’s  sight  is  destroyed,  it  can  never 
be  regained  ; and  remember,  too,  that  carelessness  or  failure 
to  properly  carry  out  the  doctor’s  instructions  may  doom  the 
child  to  lifelong  darkness. 

The  question  of  the  prevention  of  blindness  from  Ophthalmia 
^eonatorum  is  a big  medical,  social  and  political  problem.  Other  phases 
of  the  subject  may  be  referred  to  at  a later  date. 
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
